27. (Original) A system for conducting electronic wireless transactions, comprising: 

a xiser-wearable electronic wireless transaction apparatus; 
a counterpart wireless transaction apparatus; 

wireless commimication between said electronic wireless transaction 
apparatus and said counterpart electronic wireless transaction c^paxatus; and^ 

a biometric data reading device communicatively coupled with said user- 
wearable electronic wireless transaction apparatus whearein said biometric data 
reading device is enabled to read a user's biometric data. 

28. (Original) The system described in claim 27, wherdn said user-wearable 
electronic wireless transaction device is aaabled as a timepiece. 

29. (Original) The system described in claim 27, wherein said wireless 
communication is enabled with Bluetooth technology, 

30. (Withdrawn) The system described in claim 27, wherein said wireless 
communication is enabled with infrared technology. 

31. (Original) The system described in claim 27, wherein said biometric data reading 
device is eaabled as a fingerprint reading device. 

32. (Withdrawn) The system described in claim 27, wherein said biometric data 
reading device is enabled to read said user's computer-identifiable voice 
characteristics. 

33. (Withdrawn) The system described in claim 27, wherein said biometric data 
reading device is enabled to read said user's body thermal characteristics. 

34. (Withdrawn) The system described in claim 27, wherein said biometric data 
reading device is enabled to read said user's body electrical characteristics. 
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
